CIVIL DEFENSE 


The hospital ran its second practice test on Wednesday, November 28th, 1951. 
Mrs. Dunn, Miss Fasciano, and Miss Harrington were on the Civil Defense Control Board 
in the old Information booth on the first floor. Mrs. Flms was in charge of the Women's 
Pool at the east end of the basement corridor, and Mr. Joseph Gaffney was in charge of 
the Men's Pool at the west end. Clinic patients, visitors, and patients on Ward 6B were 
evacuated to the basement and according to sex were then sent either to Mrs. Flms or to 
Mr. Gaffney. Other patients had their safety zones in the corridors on their own floors, 
and were moved to these areas when the alert was sounded. These patients were designated 
by tags as to their ability to ambulate, or whether or not they could be moved, and 
these tags were checked daily by the doctors. Red signified a bed patient who could not 
embulate; yellow tags signified that the patient could be moved by wheelchair or that he 
could walk with assistance. In cases where the patient could not be moved, he or she was 
covered with extra protective blankets, and the bed was moved away from windows. When 
the red signal came, Wards were evecuated and patients with their color tags were reported 
to the Civil Defense Control Room, so that there was a complete tally on the number of 
patients and their stetus. When the all-clear Came, patients were returned to their beds 
and rooms and when all were in, they again reported to the Control Room. The average 
Speed of "out" and "in" again was five minutes. Ward 6B evacuated all children to the 
basement in six minutes. The personnel of the hospital was most cooperative and the 
practice test went off with dispatch and ease.
